Connected with the Muscom of Artillery in
Paris 15 n very fine Isbaratory for the trinl of the
various metals proposed to be oxed by guns and
eannon, Tals 1 presided over by Captain Caron,
an excoedingly ingenlous and capable man, who
18 not content with exnmining merely what s
sent to him by the Government, but 48 himscll
constantly engaged upon original researohies inw
the properties ot the metals and the best methods
for turing them, We are indebted to bim for our
knowledge of soveral ol the rare moetals, and tor
economicnl woeys in which to prepare them.,

Cuptain Caron has recently been inveatigating
the origin of the bobbles which form in ¢ast-
stee] juet aeat is setting, and croatly deterlorutes
its velue, Flo hus propounded the rheory that
the carbon of the stest and the silicate of iron,
from the siliea of the erucible, renct upon each
other to produee the gas whieh ocesslons the
bubbles. The silicate of won in & state ol mmsion,
by contact with the carbon of the ateel, gives
rige Lo cnrbonte ox\de s, In order to preveot
this reactlon It will be necessary to make wée of
erucibles which contain no silicn, and which
will endure o high hest,  Baint Clair Deville has
employed crucibles of magnesia for melting
some of the metals, sud It ia thought that they
ean be muade suntable for the fuston ol p‘uuf,
Captain Caron adyises all melters and refiners to
try lime or magnesin crucibles as s subsutute
for those contalning silion.  All the diticaliies
encountered in the prepuration of the crucibles
are not vel overcomae. but the guestion appenrs
to be appronchivg its tinsl solution.

PICHING ON GLASS,

To render glass opague, the following method
i employed in the establishment of Baccara,
The object 1o be ctohed §s o be immersed i the
following magnpi—ono thousand parts of water,
two hundred and fifty parts of well-orystallized
fluchydrate of {lueride of potasgium and two
hundred and ity parts of chloride of ammo-
nium, (o which either some sulphate of aomo-
rin, oxulate of potasea or chlomde ol zine s to
be ndded., The etobed surfmoe I8 goon covered
with insoluble opaque ealts, and the transps
reyey ¢f the elacs destroyed.

This Auoride of potassium is the salt which
Dr. Gihbs proposes to employ in the preparation
of pure oxides ol some of the metals, and its
manutacture in large quaotities would be of
great service in Lhe arte,

GUIDH T0 THE EXPOSITION,

Hachette & Co,, of 'uris, have published n
guide to the Universal Exposition of 1847, It is
compiled from oflicial documents, and gives u
foretaste of what the commissloners propose to
accomy ligh, It muy serve to show how near the
realization comes to the grand schemes proposed
by the commissioners,

TUNNEL UNDER THR ENGLIEH (HANNEL,

English engineers nave recently been in Paris
to obtain the aunthomzation of the French Gov-
ernment to have sonndings and messurements
made on (he French const with reterence to the
congtruction of a4 tununel from Calalz to Dover,
The distance would be at least thirty miles, It
appears to be an impoessible engineering pro-
blem, but the Mont Cenis tunnel 18 eited in sup-
port of the feasility o1 the scheme,

There are few undertakings the succcess of
which would be hailed with greater satisfuction
by the travelling public than this. No traveller
to the Continent can ever forgel that wretched
Kogheh Channel and the miserable little tubs of
stenmbouts in which paseengers are ferried
ACTro8s.

ANALYSIS OF MINERAL WATERS.

Dr. Gapmann, of Syracuse, has published
some investigations upon the sabject of the due
allowance to be made for the influence of mix-
turcs ol splw in solution upon the composition
of mineral watera, In making up the results of
their analyses, ehemists have hitherto been in
the habit of assiuning the strongest acid to the
strongest base, without laking into consideration
the influence of mistures upon the formation of
#alte. Dr. Gepmann has shown:—1, That car-
bonate of magnesia, in the presence of sulphate
of lime and iree carbonic acid, will yield sul-
phate of magnesis, carbonate of lime, and some
basic carbonute of magnesia, 2, That earbonate
of magnesia, sulphate of lime, free carbonie
acld, and chloride of sodium, form ehloride of
maguesinm, sulplate of sodu, and carbonate of
lime, 4. That carbonate of magnesis and
chloride of calelom mutnally decompose each
other, & That ourbonate of llme nod chlonde
of magnesivm are indifferent in their behavior
towards ench otber,

If the views o1 Dr. Gaepmann are correct, the
annlyses of mineral waters will have to be sub-
jected 10 n new artangement fonnded upon the

nfluence of sal's in determining chemical de-
composition, This i& a new and important con-
tribution to the Itersture of mineral waters,

Dr. Chandler has remarked, in a long and
very able paper on the swme snbject, that the
temperiature of the water und the pressure of
steam must be taken into account ag modifying
the reactions ol the salts, The same subject
has also been ably treated by Mr. T. Sterry
Hunt,

A HOT SUMMER,

If we examine the tables of mean temperature
for a eries of years, we shall find thai there is &
tolerably uniform rising and descending scale,
If the winter be cold the summer is apt to be
hot. Theretore, look out for warm weather the
c-umlntz summer, unless the meteorologiits are
at fanlt in thelr caloulations.

TO EXTINGUISH FIRES,

A large fire from petroleum wis extinguished
in some vanlte in Nantes by a pailful of a solu-
twon of sal ammoniae (chloride of ammoniom ).
Dilute agus ammonin will serve as well, As
chloride of ammonium can be had at any time
in the lower pwit of the cily, it could often be
employed to great advantage, and ought not to
be lorgotten.

ALLOYE OF MANGANESE,

Tir. Prieger, of Bonn, has preparved alloys of
manganese and irem and manganese and copper,

An intimate mixture of black oxide of mangu-
nese, powdered chircoal and iron tilings or turn-
inf_u 15 made in & black lead cruoible holding
thirly to fifty pounds. A covenng is made of
charconl, fluer spar, and common_ salt; and the
contents of the crucible exposed for several
hours to & white heat. On breaking the erucible
the alloy of mangenese and iron will be found as
a perfectly bomogeneous button., Two eqguiva-
lente of manganese and one equivalent ol iron
give an alloy containing sixty-=ix per cent. of
manpgandse; four of muugenese aud one of iron

ives about ecighty per cent. ol mangancse,

th alloys are burder than the hardest steel;
they are capable ol » agh polish, Tuse at a red
heat, do not oxidize in the aly, and only par-
tinlly m water; thelr color s between that of
steel and silver; they could be used for journal-
boxes aud hearings of machinery, und wonld be
pseful in affording & method for the introduc-
tion of given quuntities of munganese to iron
or sleel castings,

The so-called crystallized iron now employed
in the manufacture of sales owes s peonliar
properties 10 the manganese contéined in the
wetal, In the preparation ol the iron use is
made of the franklnite ore ol New Jersey, in-
stend of the blpck oxide of mangunese employed
by Dr. Prieger. The alloy of mangancee and
copper &5 propared in o similar manoer, and is
very hiard, The properties ol this latter alloy
are not sufliglently understood by our workers
in metals, A8 there wre larvge deposits of blaok
oxide of manganeee pear Copper Harbor, Lake
Superior, in the vicinity of th native copper,
there 15 & fine opportuniry for Invest'gation on
the part of the metallurglsts'of that reglon,

THIZ NAVY.

The Formation of Two
Sgundrons.

The orders from the Navy Department to pre-
pure for service as a fagship the Pensacola, n
fine versel ol the Harfford elues, 18 probably
ihe first step towards Lthe formation ol aunow
foreign equmsdron 1o bé known as the South
FPacine Bquadron, The eruing ground of this
squindron will prebably be from Paowaos aloog
the west const ol South America, Vthenge south-
wird wnd westward, incluaing New Zealnog,
Australin, Tusmouin, and the lslands of the
V'aeibe,

Certpinly this will be one of the most interest-
it g cruning grounds of any in the wosld, and
ope whnch hitherto bas been rarely visited by
onr veesels ol-vur except tor exploring pur-
poses, 'The poris to be visited will be Panama,
Callwo, Valpmimeo, Talcupamo, Sydney, Mel-
bourne, Hoourt Town, Aucklnnd, Mongulom,
Orabente, Kotomnh, and various other places, in
the Kiogs Millg Gioup, Margueéses, Soclety, and
Fricudly lslands. This squudron will probably
coneist of seven vessels of second and third rates,
and will compare nwvornbly with the squadrons
of other naval powers in those waters. In fact,
it will be lnrger than any of them.

It 8 also reported tl 8 new squudron wiil
shortly be orgminzed, ™ be known #s the Indypn
Ocean Bguaoron, As yoi, wo hive not been in-
formed what vessels will compose it, but it wil!
probably consist ot about tive veasels or seeond
and third rates. This new ernising ground will
comprise the yas oceunie basin separated from
the Pacilic, on the east, by Australin und the
Astntic Aschipelago; bounded on the south by »
line drawn from the Cape ol Good Hope to Bass
Btralt, divided rrom the Atlantic by Africa, on
the west, and inclosed by the countries of Asin,
on the north. The chiel seaports are Caloutts
aud Bombay, m Iudia; Malaces, in the Aslatie
Archipelago: Aden, Mocha, and Muscat, in
Arabin; and Zanzibar and other lesser ports, in
Africa,

The presence ol a number of war vessels of
the United States in these waters will be ol
much service to our merechuants, as it will muke
the passage amoong the islands and through the
straits much more safe than lormerly, and brenk
up the piratical expeditions which have of late
peen £0 frequent in that locality. The climute
in this quorter of the glove is dehghttul, the
s(:cncrf pegnutiful, and a two or three years'
cruise in these lmil:ndes, in one of our fine war
vesgels, will be an interesting event in the lives 1
of our naval officers,
